On cross-examination witness stated that 
he was in no business at present, but was 
gambiing for a living. He acknowledged 
that he was the same Wm. ©. Hunter who 
killed a negro in Neosho some years 
ago, who also killed young Fields in Neosho 
and who had killed another negro. He had 
been acquitted of two ofthe charges of mur- 
der, and had not been indicted for the first. 


FIXING FOR AWN ALIBI. 

John Tate testified that he lived two miles 
north of Granby. On Sept. 14, 1886, the day 
after the murder of Dr. Howard,George Hud- 
son had driven outto the camp where wit- 
ness was at work, and calling him aside, had 

**Tate, there wasa man bled and died in 
yopun last night. IfI should be accused of 
it 1 want you to remember that I was at your 
house until 10 o’clock last night.’’ 

Hiudson appeared to have en drinking at 
that time. ® told witness that he would 
explain it all Jater and did not give the name 
ofthe man who had been kilied. Witness 
Saw Hudson after that at Granby. 

‘*Tell the Jury what happened at that meet- 
ing?’’ said Lawyer Houghawout.

A man 
witha Wark mustache, whom I afterwards 
identified as Peter Blow, came by the win- 
dow and said to George Hudson:

Witness had seen George Hudson after 
that, and the latter asked him if he had ever 
told Gilbert Barbed of the conversations they 
had had, saying that he hoped not, and Hud- 
s0n had then said:

Hudson did not tell witness who paid him 
the $1,000. Witness had seen Peter E. Blow 
Since the killing of Dr. Howard. Witness 
recognized Biow as the man who @poke to 
Hudson at the saloon window. Hudson had 
even told witness that what he, witness, knew 
gave him more uneasiness than anything 
else in the case, and witness had reyiied that 
there wasno cause for that, as he would 
hever testify agatnst the prisoner. 

On cross-examination witness stated that 
he did not like Hudson. He knew Gilbert 
Barbes, who visited himonce at his house, 
and told him that Hudson was concocting a 
story thathe, Barbee, had offered Hudson 
$500 to Kill Mrs. Barbee. Gilbert Barbee had 
said at that time: 

**] feel like shooting Hudson as I would a 
suck-egg dog.’’ 

On cross-examination witness denied that 
he had ever said that hecould get $1,000 for 
telling a tale ofthe Howard killing. as dl- 
rected by Barbee. He acknowledged that he 
had offered to keep away from the witness- 
Stand if the defense would pay him $200 for 
doing so. He remembered writing Lawyer 
Benton a letter on this subject. 

BARBEE ON THE STAND. 

Gilbert Barbee was the next witness and 
his appearance on the stand caused a sensa- 
tion in the court room, as it was known that 


the defense would make their bitterest fizht | 


on him as the leader of the prosecution. He 
testifned that he had lived in Joplinfor the 
last twenty years; knew Dr: Howard and 
George Hudson; also knew Sam Farrish; had 
three talks with Hudson about the murder, 
two before and one after it occurred. 

**Hudson told me that he was going tokill 
Dr. Howard,’’ said Barbee, ‘‘an 
Peter E. Blow had promised to pay 
$1,000 for doing it.’’ 

Witness saw Hudson again after that, 
before the murder. 

Witness told Hudson then that Sam Farrish 
had said that he,Farrish, had come to Joplin 
to kili Dr. Howard for Hudsun, but that he 
could ‘‘get no action,.’’ 

liudson had replied: 

‘*‘Yes, —— —— , why didn’t he 
do the work?’’ 

Witness had seen

asked witness if anybody suspected him, 
Hiudson, of the murder, and had said: ‘‘if 
they do, let me know.’’ Hudson had also 
once asked witness about the whereabouts of 
Charley Montgomery and Tom Masters, and 
had said: ‘‘if I could get -hold of acertain 
letter Icould throw the suspicion on one of 
them,’’ 

Witness stated that Hudson had never 
been an agent of his; was his agent at the 
time of the Howard murder, and that he had 
friendly letters to Hudson after the 
one the day after, in which he had

He 
denied that he had ever stated that he didn’t 
know George Hudson to be guilty of the mur- 
der of Dr. Howard, but that he, witness, had 
$75.000 to spend to get Hudson convicted.

He is a Constable of Joplin and is still suffer- 
ing from a wound in the leg, caused by being 
shot by a robber whom he then killed as the 
robber filed.

Another Man was atthe alley when the man 
witness saw running passed by, but no effort 
was made to, stop the fugitive. Witness 
could not see the fleeing man very closely.

The population of Joplin is about 9,000, and 
there were, witness thought, many more 
there who would have answered George Hud- 
son’s general description, A man about 5 
feet 7 inches, weighing from 135 to 160 pounds. 
Witness thought the man he saw runnin 
away wore a soft hat and ae sac 
coat. Did not remember that he 
had once testified that the man did 
not wearasoft hat. Was positive itiwas mot 
a stiff hat, neither was it a slouch hat, prop- 
erly speaking. Did not remember having 
testified in Carthage that the man he saw 
was of dark complexion, and Dr. Howard 
was not dead when witness reached him. 
Witness has lived in Joplin seventeen years 
and is well acquainted. 

‘**What was the expression of the people of 
Joplin regarding the murder?’’ 

The prosecution objected; the objection 
was sustained, and the defense excepted to 
the ruling. 

THE VISIT TO TATE. 

Edward Ferguson was next placed on the 
Stand. Heisaman 66 years of age and very 
feeble; lives two miles north of Granby; 
knows John Tate. Witness saw George Htd- 
son about the time of the murder of Dr. 
lioward. Saw him once come in a buggy 
witha woman and talk with Joe Tate for 
some time, Witness was working for John 
Tate. Hudson’s yisit wasinthe morning. 
Tate was sitting on the fence atthe time. 
After talking awhile Hudson had driven off 
and thenturned back and talked with Tate 
again. Hudson had produced a bottie and 
the two had taken a d@rin¥. 

The defense moved that this testimony be 
stricken out as the date of the visit had not 
been fixed. The court ruled that the date of 
the visit had been fixed by Tate’s testimony 
and refused to rule out witness, testimony. 
The defense accepted. 

On cross-examination witness said that his 
attention had not been called to that visit 
untilabout three months ago when his son 
spoke to him aboutit. Tate had spoken to 
witness aboutthe matter. 

DEPUTY-SHERIFF MILLER. 

J.C. Miller testified that he was Deputy 
Sheriff of Joplin at the time of the killing of 
Dr. Howard. Was notonthe scene of the 
murder at the time. 

‘*What investigation of the murder did you 
make?’’

IN JAIL WITH HUDSON, 

k. C. Frezell took the stand and testified 
that he lived in Joplin. 

‘*‘Who were you subpocepead by?’’ asked 
Lawyer Houghawout. 

**We object,’’ shouted Lawyer Benton, 

Mr. Houghawout stated with a smile that 
the witness had been su!)pcenaed by the de- 
fense but the prosecution also wanted his 
testimony. The Court ruled that it made no 
difference whose witness he was. Witness 
testified that he was in Carthage jail when 
George Hudson wes placed.there. Had a 
talk with George Hudson who 
said . to him ‘*You are going out 
soon on bond; I want youtosee Ed Chambers, 
John Burrows and Billy Hayward and ask 
them to leave the country.’’ Witness haa 
asked Hudson if these men Knew anything of 
the Howard murder, Hudson had said that 
Hayward and Burrows were standing on the 
corner of Third street when he (Hudson) 
crossed the street and shot Dr. Howard. 
Witness was released from Jall last August 
and saw the parties named, 

Atthis pointthe defense entered a vigor- 
ous objection, but wereoverruled. Witness 
stated that Re sawthe three men named to 
him by Hudson. Witness testifedthat his 
expenses had been paid to Rolla. 

‘*By whom?’’ asked Lawyér Houghawout. 

‘*We object,’’ came from the defense. ‘‘lI 
propose to show thatthis witness’ expenses 
were paid by the defense, that he had been 
paid $50 to bring certain other witnesses and 
that he had in every way done as directed by 
the defense, which despite the fact, would 
not now use the witness.’’ The court rul 
thatthis was not evidence which could b 
brought before the jury. 

The court took occasion at this point to 
state that so faras proof of the lawyers on 
either side furnishing money to bring wit- 
nesses to. Rolla was concerned there were 
occasions’n a criminal trial wheresuch a 
course was necessary and correct. It was 
only where outside parties went to such ex- 
pense as had been endeavored to prove yes- 
terday that the practice could be condemned, 

On cross-examination the witness testified 
that the indictment for burglary and larceny 
against him in Carthage was still pending, 
At this point the court took a recess until the 
afternoon session. 

TME PRISONER WEEPS. 


At one point during the testimony of Fre- 
zell, which corroborated the damaging’ evi- 
dence given yeSterday by Tate, George Hud- 
son was much agitated. Tears gathered 
in his eyes, and he seemed to realize 
syddenly that the evidence was telling 
strongly againsthim. His eldest daughter 
who was sitting on his Knee, whispered 
something in his ear and, wiping away the 
tears, the prisoner pulled himself together 
and once more regained his marvelous cool-

mite lawyers for the prosecution held a con- 
ference immediately after adjournment of 
the forenoon session and decided to rest their 
case on the evidence as it now stands. They 
announce that they will introduce no 
more new witnesses, but will recall 
Mr. Ed Porter, the man who was with Dr. 
Howard when the latter was assassinated, 
They will try to establish sh Porter’s testi- 
mony more definitely the ‘direction taken by 
the buegy which was driven away from the 
scene of the shooting, and falsoto establish 
asexactiy as possible who were the first to 
gather around the body of Howard. 

The defense are to hold a consultation at 
the court room later this afternoon at which 
thetr alibi witnesses will be introduced. It is 
said the defense will put Supt. Kingston of 
the Granby Mining Co. on_ the stand to 
prove that George Hudson wasin Granby all 
day and night of Sept. 18, 1886. 

THE PROSECUTION RESTS. 

When the afternoon hearing opened at 1:30 
Lawyer Houghawont arose and stated that 
the prosecution would nowrest their cage, 
reserving the right to call witnesses in re- 
buttal. 

While the statements onthe witness stand 
coupling the name of Mr. Peter E. Blow with 
the killing of Howard produced a sensation, 
it must be remembDered that this evidence was 
in no: sense direct or strong. was 
entirely upon conversations alleged to have 
taken place with Hudson and made by par- 
ties mot disinterested in the case. The 
credibility of these witnesses will, itis said, 
be attacked by the ‘defense, and their testi- 
mony may prove of little value before the 
case isclosed. The friends of Mr. Blow have

SWEEPING STORMS. 


Snow-Laden Gales Throughout Great

MANY 8EA CRAFTS SUCCUMB TO THE 
WIND'S FURY. 


Narrow Escape ofthe Tory Majority in the 
British Parliament—William E. Curtis 
Received by President Diaz—Glad- 
stone’s Health Restored—General For- 
eign News—Briefs. 


Lowpor, Feb. 14-The gales and snow- 
storms which set in last night throughout 
the United Kingdom, continue to-day. There 
has been a heavy fall of snow in London. 
Last night the weather was very cold, and it 
so continues to day. The snow has been 
frozen into a compact mass, and traffic is 
thereby greatly impeded. 

Inthe English channel a gale is blowing 
with great violence, A large number of ves- 
sels fearing that they might not be able to 
withstand the fury of the storm, or that they 
might lose their bearings and go ashore 
in the blinding snowstorm, made for the 
mouth of the Thames for shelter. Once 
there, sails were furled, anchors dropped 
and they are ridingonm long cables, waiting 
forthe gale to biow itself out. The maul 
service between Englandand the Continent 
is greatly delayed by the storm. The air is 
so thick with snow that it is scarcely possl- 
ble to see a boat’s length away, and a tre- 
mendous sea is sweeping upthe channel. The 
captains on the packets will not venture out 
until the storm abates. 

A schooner went ashore last night at South- 
wold, in sSuffolkshire, on the North Sea. The 
rocket service was brought into play, and 
after several attempts a line was shot across 
the wreck. The breeches “buoy was then 
rigged and the schooner’s crew were landed 
safely. They had §$uffered dreadfully from 
the exposure to which they had been subject - 
ed, for the weather was bitter cold. 

In the counties of Lincoln, Suffolk and Nor- 
folk areguiar Amerfcan blizzard is prevail- 
ing. The wind is biOwing with a force sel- 
dom equaled, the weather is intensely cold, 
and the snow ts driven so flercely through 
the alrthat it stings bare faces like whip 
lashes. ’ 

Telegraphic communication has been 
greatly interfered with by the breaking of 
wiresand the blowing downof poles, 
high winds are causing the snow to drift 
heavily, and the railway trains are having a 
hard task to get through.

THE TORY 


LONDON, Feb. 16.—The barrow escape of the 
Government from defeat yesterday in the 
House of Commons on Mr. Thomas Sexton’s 
proposed amendment to the address to the 
crown, declaring that the Imperial Parlia- 
ment had shown itself unequaltothe task of 
legislating for Ireland, !s the sensation of the 
day. The Liberals are wild with joy and the 
Conservatives are almost dumb with dismay. 
One hundred and seventy- nine to one hundred 
‘and fifty-eight were the figures which de- 
feated Mr. Sexton’s amendment, put the Tories 
were only whipped together with the greatest 
difficulty, and the air is fullof rumors ofthe 
approaching dissolution. The Conservatives, 
itis admitted, even in their own ranks area 
badly demoralized party, and they will go in- 
to the battle of general election with an al- 
most certain defeat staring them in the face. 
On the other hand, the Liberals will strip for 
the fight with an almost certain victory as- 
sured them, and they are just itching to be 
up and doing. Nothing short ofa misact or 
complication with some ofthe foreign power 
can now save the Tories from an utterly 
crushing defeat. 

The Conservative’s press is groaning with 
agony. The Times reproaches the Govern- 
ment whipsfor ‘‘allowing’’ the majority to 
fallsolow and intimates that this state of 
affairs is likely to discourage the Unionists, 
but those who saw behind the scenes last 
night say that the Government whips 
strained every nerve, using the strongest 
threats possible, that of refusing the party 
support at the coming election, without 
being able to muster more than 179 to vote 
for the Government. One Conservative 
member is reported to have sharply told 
the whip not to bother him any more as the 
‘*jig’’ was up; everybody knew it, and the 
sooner there was an appeal to the country 
the better for ail concerned. 

The News, it may be added says that it 
understands that a meeting of provincial 
conservative agents was held on Saturday 
and that it was almost Unanimously resolved 
to advise the government to dissolve Parlia- 
ment at the earliest possibile date. . 
Other papers say that nobody need be 
surprised if the dissolution of Parliament 
comes at Easter, as things never looked so 
like a collapse since the sudden dissolution of

GENRAL FOREIGN NEWS, 
CAPRIVI CONCEDES SUPERIORITY TO A BAVA- 
RIAN LAW—BRIEFS. 

BERLIN, Feb. 16.—Considerable sensation 
has been caused in military circles by Chan- 
cellor Von Caprivi’s concession that the 
Bavarian system of military trials, which 
brings upon the offender the weight of pub- 
lic knowledge and opinion, has a better effect 
than the secret Prussian system. The Kaiser 
has lately been trying to harmonize the 
Bavarian system with that ofthe empire, to 
which the Bavarians objected, ahd the ad- 
mission that their code is superior, In one re- 
spect at least, isan admission which, .under 
the circumstances, is a great triumph for the 

Bavarians. 

Sixteen of the professors at the Berlin 
University, including all the theological 
faculty but two, have petitioned the Prus- 
sian Diet against the primary education bill 
now under consideration in Berlin. The 
grounds of their protest against the measure 
are that it restricts the right of State control 
of the scholars and weakens the position of 
teachers, and that it will cause general dis- 
content. 


THE ITALIAN EXODUS. 

RomE, Feb. 16.—Duringthe session of the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday the Marquis 
Di Rudini,the Italian Premier,referred to the 
large emigration of Itallans to Brazil and the 
Argentine Republic. He said that this exo- 
dus of the people was excessive, and that the 
only means the Government possessed to 
check the tide of emigration was to acquaint 
the people of the miserable condition of 
those who had already emigrated to the 
countries mentioned. The Premier also said 
that the Government could aid those citizens 
who left Italy by assistingin the work of 
establishing local committees abroad to help 
the various Italian Consuls in protecting the 
interests of Italian subjects. 

RIGHTS OF FRANCE IN AFRICA. 

Paris, Feb. 16.—The Matin says that the 
difficulty between France and the Sultan of 
Morocco in regard tothe Touat o&@sis, sover- 
eignty over which has been claimed by botn 
France and Morocco, has been settled. By 
the terms ofthe agreement which has been 
arrived at; France will henceforth have the 
right to establish small garrisons in the dis- 
trict to control caravans passing through 
the country and tolevy a smalltax on mer- 
chandise. 

Victorien Sardou, the famous dramatist, is 
writing a novel, the subject of which will be 
the scene portrayed in his dramatic work 
‘*Thermidor.’’ 


NIPILISTS ARRESTFD. 

Warsaw, Feb. 16.—A large number of ar- 
rests continue to be made here in connection 
with the alleged Nihilist plots. There were 
recently arrested here 350 persons. They were 
sent to St. Petersburg, and from there they 
were sent inexileto Siberia. There yet re- 
main 160 political prisoners in the Warsaw 
citadel. 

The third installment of gold from the Si- 
berial mines for 1891 will, it is estimated, 
yield a considerable sum to the Russian 
Treasury. The Russian Government has 
withdrawn 25,000,000 marks from London, 
which, along with the Sibertan bullion, is 
deposited for the present with the bankers in 
Germany. :

COINAGE D TARIFF REFORM STRUG- 
GLING FOR PRECEDENCE. 


Mr. Springer Advises Against Petty Ri- 
valry Between the Measures— Missouri 
Patents Issued—Worid’s Fair Expend- 
itures to Be Investigated — Capital 
Notes—Congressional News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 16.—The meeting 
of the Ways and Means Committee was short 
and decisive this morning, but final action 
wastaken in this very brief time on three 
important Dills. By astrict party vote the 
Springer free wool bill, the Bryan free bind- 
ingtwine bill and the Turner bill, placing 
cotton ties, cotton bagging and machinery 
for manufacturing the same on the free list, 
were all ordered to be favorably reported. 
These measures have already been published 
at length. 

The committee adjourned until to-morrow 
morning, when it is understood that Repre- 
sentative Cockran will call up for favorable 
report the Dill reducing the duty on barley to 
the original rate in effect before the passage 
of the McKinley bill. 

There have been frequent reports within 
tne past few days thata rivalry existed be- 
tween the Committee on Ways and Means 
and the Committee on Coinage as to the 
matter of precedence in the House. The 
Committee on Coinage has already reported 
a free silver billand demanded a Gate for its 
consideration, and the Committee on Ways 
and Means has ordered favorable reports on 
three tariff bills. 

Chairman Springer of the Ways and Means 
Committee does not think it is a matter of 
any importance which particular bills re- 
ceive first considerationin the House. ‘‘So 
faras lam concerned,’’ said he, ‘‘the idea 
of antagonizing the Coinage Committee with 
the business ofthe Ways agd Means Com- 
mittee has never entered my mind, 
The Committee on Ways and Means has pro- 
ceeded as expeditiously as possible to pre- 
pare the legislation which it would submit to 
the House and whenever the House ts ready 
totake up this legislation, the motion for 
that purpose wiilbe made.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 16.—The Appro- 
priations Committee of the House to-day 
provided fordhe conduct of the investiga- 
tion authorized by the House into the ex- 
penditures made from the moneys appropri- 
ated by the Government In aid of the World’s 


Fair project at Chicago. 

Chairman Hoiman was authorized to

THE CENSUS OFFICE, 


SOON TO BE THE SUBJECT OF CONGRESSIONAL 
: INVESTIGATION. 

WasuincTon, D.C., Feb. 16.—There is now 
a good prospect that the work of the Census 
Office will soon be the subject of Congres- 
sional investigation. Mr. Enloe of Tenne- 
see has prepared a statement embracing the 
charges which have been made asto the in- 
completeness and gross inaccuracy of the 
work. Oneof the charges, which will be 


most interesting and most important if it 
established, is that in reference to the collec- 
tion of statistics inthe division of manufac- 
tures. It is alleges that the work in this dl- 
vision, as a rule, was imperfectly done, 
scarcely a return being sent to the office in a 
complete condition.* Inthe employment of 
agents to collect these statistics, a service al- 
most worthless was secured at a cost of many 
thousands of dollars. The Dilanks for re- 
porting the value of lands, Dbulldings, ma- 
chinery, etc., were generally not filled. 
These the clerk was instructed to fill out 
with figures and to use his own Judgment as 
to whether the land or bulldings were rented 
or owned by the manufacturer, without any 
facts to base bis Judgment on, t purely as 
a matter of imagination.

SIMPSON’S FLIGHT. 


The Dallas Financier’s Criminal Business 
Methods. 


DALLAS, Tex., Feb. 16.—The powerful lever 
of public curiosity, excited to the highest 
pitch bya sensation, is prying deeper and 
deeper into the crooked transaction and sud- 
den and mysterious flight of Col. J. B. Simp- 
son, who for years has been regarded as one 
of the solid pillars of Dallas. Witnin the last 
year he had been at the head of a half dozen 
of the largest business enterprises in Dallas, 


besides owning vast tracts of western lands 
and several hundred thousands dollars’ worth 
of Dallas realestate. Aboutsix months ago 
prudent business men began to prophesy that 
he was going too fast to hold 
out. He Kept spreading out, however, when 
suspicion was aroused by his eagerness to get 
all his effects intocash. He was President of 
the Fourth National Bank of Dallas and tried 
to mortgage that concern, but was prevented 
by the directors. A few days after that, at- 
tachments began to be filed. The people to 
whom he had sold property, only upon his 
word of perfect titles, began to investigate 
and find that their homes were mortgaged. 
The only Operation upon which the Posrt- 
DISPATCH correspondent has direct 
evidence of forgery is in a_transac- 
tion upon which he i realized 36 , 060 
on a duplicate note, of which 
the original had been paid. One of the 
losses is by the Weir PloW Co. of Monmouth, 
lll. They sold him a stock of carriages on 
time without security, which he sold for 
something like $20,000. 

Attachments are piling up in the County 
Clerk’s office by the dozen. Two of the 
heaviest losers are the Edinburg American 
Land & Mortgage Co., $51,584, and the Scot- 
tish American Land Mortgage Co., $50,000, 
and other claims of thousands. 

_When Simpson was last heard of he was ig 
Kansas City, where it is supposed he was 
visiting E. P.Cowen, a friend who beat the 
Iron Mountain Railroad out of $10,000 worth 
of cross tiles several years ago. 

_From letters received he is trying to create 
the impression that he has committed 
suicide, but the people do not believe it, 
From those who know him bestitis learned 
that he is on the ocean bound 
for Europe, with between $20,000 and $40,000 
in cash. . His family still reside in their $50,000 
brown stone mansion on Maple avenue, and 
have nothing to say about his absence. 

His peculation has createda horde of land 
litigants, and there is no telling when the 
unearthing of his crookedness will be ended.

JACKSON, Miss., Feb. 16.—The State Lunatic 
Asylum, nearly two miles north of here, bo- 
gan burning at 4 o’clock this morning. 
The fire originated inanattic room where a 
lunatic named Brown was confined. He es- 
caped recently and was brought back. It is 
supposed he set his bedding on fire and was 
burned todeath. About one-third of the im- 
mense building besides kitchen and store- 
room will be saved by the firemen. The in- 
mates were all removed tothe new addition 
for colored insane. Dr. Mitchell, Superin- 
tendent, was injured by a falling lad@er. The 
loss Will be about $200,000. The Legislature, 
which is now in session, will provide for 


rebuilding. 

The fire was gotten under control at 10:30. 
Three-fourths of the entire building was 
destroyed. The engines are now playing on 
the heap of ruins. 

Jeff Davis Brown, a young white man, 22 
years of age, setitonfire. He wasa gradu- 
ate of the State University, but always 
was regarded as cranky. Some 
months ago he went crazy, and was 
putintheasylum. Heescaped some weeks 
since and was captured last Saturday and re: 
turned to his quarters. Yesterday it was 
found he had secreted a hatchet in his room 
and defied capture. 

He was Overpowered and confined tn a dark 
cellin the attic, where the fire originated. 
His body has not been recovered, 
but is known to be in the 
ruins where the great blaze lit up the country 
for miles around. Just before daylight this 
morning almost the entire population 
of the city responded, It was 
a dramatic and weird sight. The 
400 insane people ‘whose lives 
were at stake behaved coolly and were all 
safely removed in the last wing, which had 
been abandoned. It was discovered that one 
unfortunate had been overlooked. He was 
seen Kick®ng the light out of his window and 
ringing a bell. His room was located 
and the flames were near him in 
the third story. A posse of gallant 
firemen wentto his rescue accompanied by 
Senator McGehee, a stalwart granger from 
Franklin County, who was the first man to 
reach, and, with the energy and strength 
of Buck Giigore, kicked the door 
open and rescued the poor lunatic 
with the red flames almost touching nim, 
Several firemen and others were slightly in- 
jured. Itis said the engineer of the Water 
Works Co. at the pump-house was asleep 
at any rate no s6ufficient supply of water

UPRISING IN MEXICO. 


Religious OCrusade Against the Diaz Gov- 
ernment. 

Ev Paso, Tex., Feb. 16.—Confirmation was 
received here yesterday of the news ofa bat- 
tle between revoiutionists and federal troops 
at Temochi, a puebla sixty miles from Jesus 
Maria, in Chihuahua, near the Sonora line. 
Twenty men were kilied, most of 


them federals. A miner, just from 
the scene, tells the full story. He says thata 
priest began to gather the people at Temochi 
three weeks ago, and proclaimed war against 
the government. The men were armed 
with Winchester rifies, and made their 
first attack upon a detachment of Pinos 
Indians who were escorting a mule train of 
silver bullion from the San Rafael mine to 
Guerra. This wasthe first news which the 
Government had of the outbreak, and troops 
were sent from Guerra. The priests 
harangued the soldiers and won them 
over totheir cause. More troops were sent 
and the revolutionists fed tothe hills. Eight 
soldiers and the commander are reported 
killed ina battle near Los Alamos, and in a 
skirmish at Jeckery three revolutionists 
were killed. The miner says he will 
not return to his possessions until the 
trouble is over. He states that the priests 
tell the people that Diaz isa tyrant who vio- 
lates justice and liberty. They say they have 
$10,000,000 for supplies and munitions of war. 
The priests are the cause of the uprising, 
many of them claiming to be saints inspired 
to lead the people to victory. An upfising 
after the April election is feared,and Diaz 
clubs are being formed all over the republic. 
GARZA IN HIDING.

APPEAL TO THE CHARITABLE. 


Gov. Fleming of Florida Issues a Procla- 
mation. 


TALLAHASSE, Fla., Feb. 16.—Gov. Fleming 
yesterday issued the foliowing proclamation « 


Whereas, It has been brought to the attention of 
the Executive that famine prevails among the peas- 
antry of Rassia, extending over fSeurteen great 
poocenees, invoiving 20.000, 000 of people and caus- 

me great distress, suffering and mortality; and, 
Vhereas, The people of our State cannot better 
show their gratitude for the bountiful aid extended 
them by generous people beyond our limits 
when affiicted pestilence and sick- 
ness, and their appreciation of the 
many blessings which they now enjoy than b 
alding those in distress, now, therefore, I, Francis 
P. Fleming, Govervor of the State of Florida, invoke 
the ald of the people of our State in contributing to 
the relief ofthe famine stricken portion of Kussia, 
and to that end recommend that relief committees be 
or«anized in the cities and towns of the various sec- 
tions of the State, and that such contributions as 
may be raised may be forwarded to the Russian 
Famine Relief Committee of the United States, 722 
Fourteenth street, Washington D. CC.

ALL IN FAVOR OF IT. 


The Proposed Ordinance for the Protec- 
tion of Railroad Crossings. 


VIEWS OF THE ASSEMBLYMEN ON THE 
BILL TO BE INTRODUCED TO-NIGHT. 


Delegate Keyes Thinks It Will Be Economy 
tothe Railroad Companies to Put Up 
Bars at All Their Crossings—Probabil- 

‘ ity That the Bill Will Receive a Largs 
Majority in Each Branch. 


The new bill for the better protection of the 
public at railroad crossings is well received 
by the members of the Municipal Assembly, 
and there is little doubt that it will pass both 
Houses. It may be amended somewhat in 
two orthree ofits provisions, but it is not 
probable that any material change will be 
made, The main features of the bill will be 
retained. Of the eleven members of the 
Council interviewed for the Post-DISPATCH 
on the need of better protection at the dan- 
gerous crossings, ten were found to be in 
favor of requiring the rallroad com panies to 
protect them with bars both night and day, 
and if there was any difference between 
them, it was as to whether all the crossings 
were dangerous or not. 

ALL CROSSINGS DANGEROUS. 

The bill as it now reads, considers all 
crossings dangerous, providing that all 
within the city limits over which steam cars 
arerun, except crossings used exclusively 
for switching, shall be protected with bars. 
If trains are not runat night on some par- 
ticular road, no watchman will be required 
atits crossings, and if automatic bars are 
used—bars which can be lowered and raised 
again by the movement of the train—the ser- 
vice of even a day watchman may 
be dispensed with and the com- 
pany or companies saved that expense. 
The only Councliman whodid not express 
himself openly in favor of requiring the rall- 
road companies to protect their crossings 
with bars was Mr. Bensiek, and he declined 
to say anything one way orthe other on the 
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same price.
